Wilber Broadbent, who was 
74 years of age, passed away at 
his home Friday afternoon, fol- 
lowing an. illness that had linger- 
ed for years. During the past 
two years he had been unable to 
do even light work and had 
failed gradually in health. 

The deceased was born in 
Wyoming County, New York, 
January 25. 1861, but most of his 
childhood was spent in Wiscon- 
sin. On Christmas Eve in 1891 
he was united in marriage to 
Miss Effie Groversteen and the 
couple made their home in Ply- 
mouth for some time. To the 
union six children were born, 
five of whom survive. Eleven 
years ago the family came to 
Grayling from Gaylord where 
they had been residents for 
some twelve years.

Will Make Survey 
Michigan Lakes 


Lansing, Dec. 31—Co-operating 
with the Institute for Fisheries 
Research of the Universit; of 
Michigan, the Michigan mer- 
sency Conservation Work organ- 
:zation is shortly to start ona 
omprehensive lake sounding 
survey with CCC camp crews as- 
isting MECW technical person- 
rel. 

The survey will determine lake 
position. topography for an area 
yne-half mile around each lake 
surveyed and the lake depth at 
regular intervals. Mr. R. W. 
Eschmeyer, of the Institute has 
chosen ihe lakes to be surveyed. 
Harvey Eustrom, MECW junior 
tivil engineer, will supervise the 
work. The survey is being made 
as a preliminary to a lake bottom 
study by the Institute. Crews of 
19 CCC enrollees will be detail- 
2d from various camps to com- 
oicte the survey, which is estim- 
ated to take two and one-half 
months. 

Survey maps are to show the 
following information: Lake  in- 
lets and outlets, roads, cottages, 
tyre of beach, boat landings, 
‘rails. outstanding landmarks, 
parks, resorts, limits of towns 
and villages bordering on lakes, 
and denths at intervals of 50 feet 
from the shore out to 300 feet, 
and at 200 feet intervals there- 
after. Soundings will be made 
through holes spudded in the ice. 

Among the lakes to be survey- 
ed are Lake Margrethe in Craw- 
ford county and the north half 
of Higgins Lake in Roscommon 
county from Camp Higgins Lake; 
south half of Higgins Lake and 
north half of Houghton Lake in 
Roscommon county from Camp 
Pioneer; south half of Houghton 
Lake in the same county. from 
Camp Houghton Lake; K P Lake 
and Jones Lake and Shoepac 
Lake in Crawford and_ Oscoda 
-ounties from Camp AuSable.

May Hold Furs 


Lansing, Jan. 1~—Michigan 
trappers are under obligation at 
no time to sell furs. 

As'‘long as they have notified 
the Department of Conservation 


prices. 

“Many trappers seem to think 
that they must sell pelts in their 
possession within five days after 
the close of the respective trap- 
ping seasons,” said H. R. Sayre, 
chief of conservation law en- 
forcement. “That is not true.” 

“The law says that within five 
days after the close of the trap- 
ping season, individuals having 
iurs must notify the Department 
as to the kind and quantity of 
those furs as of the last day of 
the season. If that requirement 
has been complied with, the trap- 
per is free to hold the furs as 
long as he wishes.”

THE TAX SALE 


It is stated that Melville B. Mc- | 
Pherson, chairman of the state 
tax commission, is receiving a 
flood of requests seeking to again | 
postpone the state sale of de- 
linguent tax lands, which is now 
set for spring. 

He has pointed out that many 
people have made great sacrifices 
in order to avail themselves of 
the benefits of the moratorium 
and save their lands. To give 
further extensions now, he be- 
lieves would be a breach of faith 
with those who have paid and 
encourage delinquency. 

In another instance he has 
pointed out that no one can lose 
their home through the sale set 
for May 4, 1986. They may still 
redeem until the late fall of 1937. 
In the meantime the legislature 
will be in session and if at that 
time it appears that a great in- 
justice will be worked on those 
still delinquent, appropriate ac- 
tion might be taken to make 
redemption possible. 

To again throw down the bars, 
without mighty good reason, 
would simply encourage delin- 
quency and bring about a chaotic 
condition from which the state 
would never recover. With busi- 
ness and agriculture on the up- 
grade there is every reason to 
believe that many will be able 
to meet the obligations before 
they fall due and cause confisca- 
tion of their property.

Fish for Their Masters 
Cormorants are able to retain 
four or five river trout—about six 
Inches in length—in their elastic, 


' pouchlike necks at the same time. 


To keep the birds from swallowing 


| thelr catch a tight-fitting collar ig 


attached to the hase of their necks. 
The cormorants keep on diving for 
food to appease their voracious 
hanger, and, because they are prac. 
tically brainless, apparently do not 
mind having their catch taken away 
from them a8 soon as their throats 
are filled with trout. 

In China and Japan. notes a writ- 
er In the Chicago Tribune, cormo- 
rants have been trained to fish for 
their masters from time tmmemo- 


| mal, and early in the Seventeenth 


eentury this practice was intro- 
duced Into Europe as a sport.
